5.  TUBERCULOSIS. 


As  well  as  the  three  new  cases  notified  last  year,  there  were  four  cases 
transferred  from  other  districts.  The  Register  shows  the  following

The  South  Western  .Hospital  Board's  Unit  visited  Portishead  again 
at  the  end  of  the  year*  with  a  session  at  the  National  Nautical  School 
and  another  at  the  Central  Electricity  Authority.  No  case  of  active 
tuberculosis  was  found  but  one  of  inactive  disease.  In  all  537  people 
we re  examined.

9.  PIRST  AID  STATION, 

This  almost  unique  and  valuable  service  to  the  community  has  continued 
to  carry  on  during  the  year  under  its  Commandant,  Mrs. Phyllis  Wicks, 

Vacancies  among  its  officers  were  replaced  and  the  number  of  staff  has 
actually  increased.  Two  auxiliary  stations  have  operated  at  More  Road  and 
Redcliffe  Bay.  Two  courses  of  training  in  Nursing  were  taken  and  all  passed 
their  examinations.  Some  members  took  hospital  training  at  Ham  Green  and 
We  ston-super-Mare , 

The  Eoot  Clinic  provides  a  very  welcome  service. 

Two  blood  donor  sessions  wore  held  and  120  volunteers  gave  their  blood 
for  this  life-saving  service.  More  are  needed. 

3,343  attendances  were  made  for  all  these  services. 

The  Post  was  inspected  ar.ci  received  well  deserved  congratulations . 

The  Commandant  is  proud  of  her  Station  and  grateful  for  all  the  help  from 
her  staff  and  those  "un— uniformed”  members  who  support  her  in  raising  funds. 
The  collection  of  silver  paper,  foil  etc,  is  one  source  cf  income  in  which  the  > 
would  gladly  receive  help. 
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10.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  available  as  piped  supply  to  all  houses  in  the  District, 
and  is  supplied  by  Bristol  Waterworks  Company.  There  has  been  no  shortage 
at  any  time,  throughout  a  very  dry  summer.  However,  the  Company  found 
it  necessary  to  supply  larger  quantities  from  Chelvey,  whose  water  is  of 
great  hardness. 

The  water  is  regularly  examined  bacteriologically  by  the  Company. 

One  sample  from  a  spring  supply  at  St. Mary's  Road  proved  to  be  of  doubtful 
purity,  but  further  examinations  enabled  us  to  remove  restrictions.

11.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Except  for  part  of  Nore  Road,  Wetlands  Lane  and  some  dwellings  at  Down 
Road  near  the  Long  Ashton  Rural  District  at  Redcliffe  Bay,  the  District  is 
fully  sewered.  Cesspits  and  septic  tanks  are  in  use  in  the  excluded  areas. 
Development  in  these  areas  has  made  the  provision  of  sewerage  a  priority. 

The  Housing  Estates  have  separate  foul  and  surface  water  systems,  whereas 
most  of  the  town  is  served  by  the  older  joint  system.

The  year  has  passed  without  any  serious  flooding  beyond  a  short  event 
in  May,  when  a  rainfall  of  1.56  inches  in  just  over  one  hour,  caused 
distress  to  a  few  properties.  The  working  of  the  system  is  under  constant 
review  with  apparently  satisfactory  results.  It  seems  probable  that 
adjustments  made  possible  by  the  Nore  Park-Re dcliffe  Bay  Scheme  may  make 
unnecessary  the  major  expense  on  the  deferred  major  scheme  in  so  far  as  it 
applied  to  the  work  at  the  Esplanade. 


12.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

House  Refuse  is  removed  by  direct  labour,  using  one  Karrier  Diesel 
Refuse  Truck,  supplemented  by  an  Austin  3**ton  lorry,  fitted  with  a 
Homogarth  removable  refuse  top  when  required. 

Road  gullies  and  sewer  grit  traps  are  emptied  twice  a  year  by  contract 
by  the  Council. 

Cesspool  emptying  is  done  by  private  arrangement  with  a  contractor. 
House  and  Trade  Refuse  are  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  in  one 

tip.

After  consultation  with  the  Tenancy  Committee  and  Housing  Committees 
it  was  decided 

(a)  no  more  three-bedroomed  houses  or  flats  were  desirable  in  I960 

(b)  the  urgent  need  for  4-bedroomed  houses  called  for  the  erection 
of  ten  as  soon  as  possible. 

(c)  provision  of  20  flats  in  196l  would  provide  alternative  accommodation 
for  the  tenants  of  the  'prefabs',  which  should  be  demolished  in  that 
year. 

(d)  a  further  15  to  20  bungalows,  as  well  as  those  under  construction  at 
Newlands  Hill,  should  be  built  at  an  early  date,  to  meet  the  needs 
for  this  type  of  dwelling  in  Portishead.

19.  FOOD  HYCIENE. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

Action  taken  during  the  year. 

Further  supervision  of  requested  improvements  and  alterations  to 
shops  and  licensed  premises  has  been  undertaken,  but  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  resort  to  statutory  action. 

One  case,  where  a  piece  of  glass  was  found  within  a  loaf  of  bread, 
was  taken  to  Court  and  conviction  obtained.  Here  the  manufacturer  was 
also  the  retailer  and  responsibility  easily  placed. 

Other  cases  were  taken  up  with  the  retailer  and  supplier,  but  no 
legal  action  taken. 


SLAU&HTERHOUSES. 

There  is  none  in  the  District,  but  in  anticipation  of  the  required 
report  wider  the  Slaughterhouse  Reports  (Appointed  Day)  Order  all 
interested  parties  were  consulted.

20.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

The  question  of  atmospheric  pollution,  particularly  concerning  the 
Central  Electricity  Board’s  Power  Station  and  the  Phosphorus  Factory  of 
Messrs. Albright  &  Nil son  Ltd.,  is  under  constant  review  and  regular 
analyses  from  deposit  gauges  are  made  under  the  supervision  of  Dr .G-.V, James. 
During  the  past  year  the  positions  of  the  gauges  and  sulphur  candles  were 
moved  on  the  advice  of  Dr. James  and  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  were  notified  accordingly. 

In  addition  there  is  a  consultative  committee  with  Messrs .Alb right  & 
Edison  Ltd.  which  meets  periodically  to  discuss  any  matter  of  complaint. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  (Contd). 

A  table  of  the  results  of  the  monthly  analyses  is  appended  for  a 
record.  The  figures  compare  very  favourably  v/ith  previous  years. 

The  low  level  emissions  from  the  Phosphorus  Factoiy  gave  cause  for  some 
anxiety  and  present  great  difficulty  in  scientific  measurement,  since 
it  seems  probable  that  they  do  not  coincide  with  smoke  stack  rises  which 
are  recorded.

22.  CONCLUSION. 


This  has  been  a  year  of  quiet  consolidation  and  assessment  in  the 
Council's  activities.  The  health  of  the  District  has  given  no  cause  for 
anxiety.  Housing  need  seems  to  be  mainly  for  old  people's  bungalows, 
while  the  demand  for  private  enterprise  houses  here  continues.  The 
generally  improved  standard  of  housing  is  shown  by  the  fact  vhat  in  the 
last  five  years,  (1955-59),  the  number  of  houses  has  increased  by  21% 
with  an  increase  in  population  of  12-^. 

The  year  has  given  the  Council  the  opportunity  of  assessing  its  real 
sewera^  need,  thanks  to  its  support  of  the  active  efforts  of  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  in  investigating,  clearing  and  accurately  estimating  the  faults 
largely  responsible  for  previous  breakdowns. 

Finally  I  must  express  my  appreciation  of  the  kindnes^&nd  understanding 
always  shown  by  yourself  and  the  Council  and  of  the  help  at  all  times  willingly 
given  by  the  Clerk  and  all  your  officers,  as  well  as  in  compiling  this  report.
